And whereas, the ARCS , North Zone , Mapusa , has 
opined that due to resignation of the above referred 
members a vacuum has been created which may give 
room for various problems such as financial indiscipline , 
loss of mutual trust amongst the members business 
instability etc. It may also have adverse effect on the 
day to day business of the society and may give rise to 
misutilisation of society s funds and thereby defeat 
the very purpose of registration of the Co-op . Society 
and achievement of the objectives laid down under the 
bye -laws of the society , 


Whereas , the Mulgao Sirigao Advalpal V.K.S.S. Society 
Ltd., Mulgao , was registered on 16th July, 1963 under 
the provisions ofMaharashtra Co -op . Societies Act , 1960 
as in force in the State ofGoa (hereinafter referred to as 
" the said Act ” ) and Co -op . Societies Rules, 1962 
(hereinafter referred to as " the said Rules " ) vide code 
symbol No. RES-(C ) -45 /Goa and has been classified as 
Resource Society under sub - classification No. 8 ( c ) 
" Service Resource Society " in terms of Rule 9 of the said 
Rules to fulfill the objects as laid down under bye -law 
No. 2 of the bye -laws of the society . 


And whereas , in order to ensure smooth functioning 
and to restrict the society from heading towards any 
untoward situation , the undersigned is satisfied that 
immediate action is required to be taken in terms of 
provision of the clause (c ) of sub -section 1 of Section 
77 - A of the said Act . The undersigned is also satisfied 
that it is not reasonably practical to publish a Notice as 
contemplated in the first proviso of section 77 - A ( 1) of 
the said Act . 


And whereas as per bye -law No. 38 of the bye-laws 
of the society, the affairs of the society , shall be managed 
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Therefore , I, P. K. Patidar, Registrar of Co -op . Societies, 
Goa, in exercise of powers vested under section 77 A of 
the said Act, pass the following order: 


ORDER 


that he has to pay the full value of at least 10 shares of 
the society alongwith his application for membership . 
However, the Audit Report for the year 2003-04 has 
revealed that out of 36 members only 25 members have 
fulfilled the condition of payment of full value of at least 
ten shares of the society before being admitted as 
members and the remaining 11 members were admitted 
as members without fulfilling the said condition . This 
procedure is an contravention to the aforesaid bey -law 
No. 19 of the bye-laws of the society . 


In exercise of the powers vested in me under clause 
( e ) ( ii) of sub - section ( 1 ) of section 77 - A of the 
Maharashtra Co -operative Societies Act , 1960 as in 
force in the State of Goa , I, P. K. Patidar, Registrar of 
Co -op . Societies , Goa hereby appoint Shri B , Y. Sawant , 
Sr. Auditor / Inspector, North Zone, Mapusa as an 
Administrator to manage the affairs of the Mulgao 
Sirigao Advalpal V.K.S.S. Society Ltd., Mulgao, for a initial 
period of six months from the date of taking over the 
charge of the society. The Administrator shall take 
necessary steps for holding election to the Managing 
Committee before expiry of his term . 


And whereas, as per the bye -law No. 128 the 
Managing Committee shall meet at : least once in a 
month . However, it is observed that only 2 Managing 
Committee meetingswere held during the period under 
audit , which amounts to violation of provisions of 
aforesaid bye -law . Moreover as per section 75 of the said 
Act read with Rule 57 of the said Rules the society 
should convene its General Body Meeting within 3 
months next after the date fixed for making of the 
Statement of Accounts i.e. 15th August. However, the 
same was found not convened as required under the 
provisions of the aforesaid Act and Rules .

manage the affairs of the society . So also the Chairman , 
Secretary, Treasurer and one of the member of the 
Managing Committee vide their joint letter dated 
22-10-2004 , have also requested the A.R.C.S., North Zone, 
Mapusa to appoint an Administrator or Committee of 
Administrators to manage the affairs of the society as 
they find it difficult to manage the affairs of the society 
due to mounting list of defaulters .

Whereas, the Golden Era Co-op . Housing Society Ltd., 
Alto -Porvorim , Bardez -Goa was registered on 7-1-2000 
under the provisions of Maharashtra Co - op . Societies 
Act, 1960 as in force in the State of Goa (hereinafter 
referred to as " the said Act " ) and Co -op. Societies Rules, 
1962 (hereinafter referred to as " the said Rules " ) vide 
code symbol No. HSG (b )/ 180 /NZ /Goa and it has been 
classified as Housing Society under sub - classification 
No. 5 (b ) " Tenant Copartnership Housing Society " in 
terms of Rule 9 of the Co -operative Societies Rules , 1962 
to fulfill the objects as laid down under bey - law No. 5 
of the bye- laws of the society . 


And whereas , based on their request , the Office of 
the Asstt. Registrar of Co -op . Societies, North Zone, 
Mapusa , has meticulously examined all the relevant 
aspects and submitted detailed report to this office 
alongwith the supporting correspondence elaborating 
the factual position on the basis of the records and the 
information available with the Office and finally arrived 
at the conclusion that there is no option but to restrain 
the society from further deterioration by allowing the 
present committee to continue and thus recommended 
for appointment of an Administrator or a Committee of 
Administrators for managing the affairs of the society in 
the best interest of the members in particular and the 
society in general. 


And whereas , the audit of the society for the year 
2003-04 is completed . As per the bye-law No. 19 of the 
bye - laws of the society, an individualmay be admitted 
as member by the Committee on complying with the 
conditions laid down therein . One of the condition is 


Considering the above facts and the request made by 
the Office Bearers /members of the society for 
appointment of an Administrator or Committee of 
Administrators , the undersigned has come to conclusion 
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that the existing Managing Committee of the society is 
not functioning on proper line and in accordance with 
the provisions of Act, Rules and Bye - laws of the society . 
Therefore, it is apprehended that continuation of 
existing committee may give rise to various problem 
such as financial indiscipline, loss of mutual trust 
amongst the members, lack of proper maintenance etc., 
and thereby defeat the very purpose of registration of 
the Co -op . Society and achievements of the objectives 
laid down under the bye -laws of the society resulting in 
paralyzing the functioning of the Institution . 


as in force in the State of Goa (hereinafter referred to as 
" the said Act " ), and Co -op . Societies Rules, 1962 
(hereinafter referred to as " the said Rules " ) under code 
symbol No. RES- ( a )-39 /NZ /Goa and classified as 
" Resource Society " and sub -classified as “ Credit 
Resource Society " under sub - classification 8 (a ) of Rule 
9 of the Co- operative Societies Rules , 1962 to fulfill the 
objects as laid down under Bye- law No. V ( 1 to 14 ) of the 
Bye -laws of the society. 


2. And whereas, the audit of the society from the very 
inception i.e. 9-2-2000 to 31-3-2000 , 01-4-2000 to 
31-3-2001 & from 1-4-2001 to 31-3-2002 has been 
completed and the audit report released by the auditor 
for the said period reveals that the accumulated loss of 
the society is to the tune of Rs. 22,560 /- as on 31-3-2002 . 


And whereas in order to restore normally and to 
restrict the society from heading towards precarious 
condition , the undersigned is of the opinion that 
immediate action is required to be taken in terms of 
provisions of the clause (c ) of sub - section 1 of section 
77- A of the said Act and satisfied that it is not reasonably 
practical to published a Notice as contemplated in the 
first proviso of Section 77 - A ( 1) of the said Act . Therefore, 
I , P. K. Patidar, Registrar of Co -op . Societies, Goa , in 
exercise of power vested under section 77 - A of the said 
Act , pass the following order: 


3. And whereas, initially the society was registered 
with 525 members and by collecting share capital of 
Rs. 1,67,750 from its members . However, from the 
statements of records /books of the society for the 
year 2000-2001, it is observed that an amount of Rs. 
1,48,000 was fully refunded to 512 members out of the 
total 525 members , whereby reducing the strength of 
the membership to 13 members . Thus violating the 
provisions of section 29 (2 ) (a ) and ( 3 ) of the Maharashtra 
Co -operative Societies Act, 1960 as in force in the 
State of Goa and Rule 18 ( 3 ) of the Co - op . Societies 
Rules , 1962.

In exercise of the powers vested in me under clause 
( e ) ( ii) of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 77 - A of the 
Maharashtra Co -operative Societies Act, 1960 as in 
force in the State of Goa , I, P. K. Patidar, Registrar of 
Co -op . Societies , Goa hereby appoint Shri V. V. Anvekar, 
Sr. Auditor / Inspector, as an Administrator to manage 
the affairs of the Golden Era Co -operative Housing 
Society Ltd., Alto -Porvorim , Bardez -Goa , for a initial 
period of six months from the date of taking over the 
charge of the society .

4. And whereas , based on complain made by Shri 
Nakul A. Gaonkar & other members of the society, an 
inquiry was conducted into the affairs of the aforesaid 
society. During the course of enquiry it was revealed 
that the provisional committee comprising of 11 members 
elected in First General Body Meeting held on 
24-2-2000 was not in accordance with the provisions of 
bye - law No. XVIII( 1 ) of the bye - laws of the society. As 
per the said bye -law No. XVIII ( 1 ) the management of the 
society shall be carried on by a Managing Committee 
consisting of 11 members (including 3 lady members ) 
elected for a period of 3 years . The elected members 
shall elect from amongst themselves a Chairman and 
Vice Chairman . However, out of the 11 elected members 
5 of the members were neither the signatory to the 
application for registration of the society. nor they were 
admitted as the members of the society in the said 
meeting .

5. And whereas, as per bye- law No. XVIII the 
management of the society shall be carried on by a 
Managing Committee consisting of 11 members elected 
for a period of 3 years . However, it is observed that the 
society has failed to hold the election even after expiry 
of its term and continued to hold office illegally and 
without any locus standi which is in violation to the 
provision of bye -law No. XVIII of the bye -laws of the 
society. 


3 ) Letter No. 4 /27 /00 -TS dated 11-05-2004 

issued to Member of Managing Committee 
fixing the hearing on 21-05-2004 . 


1. Whereas , the Shree Shanta Durga Urban Co -op . 
Credit Society Ltd., was registered on 09-02-2000 under 
the provisions ofMaharashtra Co -op . Societies Act, 1960 


6. And whereas, the existing Managing Committee 
is consisting of 12 members out of which 8 are co - opted 
members and Chairman and Vice - Chairman are also 
elected amongst these co -opted members which is in 
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contravention to the provision of above referred 
bye- law No. XVIII ( 1) . So also the society has violated 
the provision of said bye -law by not electing 3. lady 
members on the Managing Committee . This indicates 
that the co -opted members are in majority compared to 
the elected members and therefore the functioning of 
the Managing Committee is illegal and without any 
locus standi. 


reasonably practical to publish a notice as contemplated 
in the first proviso to Section 77- A ( 1 ) of the said Act and 
therefore , I, P. K. Patidar, Registrar of Co- op . Societies , 
Panaji -Goa , in exercise of the power vested under section 
77 - A of the said Act, pass the following order:

Moreover, majority of the Managing Committee 
members are defaulters as principal borrower/ sureties 
and thus incur disqualification in terms of the Rule 55 (i) 
and (2 ) of the said Rule and bye - law No. XVIII (3 )(c ) of the 
bye- laws of the society . 


7. And whereas , the above facts were brought to the 
notice of the society and accordingly some of the 
members approached the Asstt. Registrar of Co -op . 
Societies , North Zone, Mapusa with a request not to 
take any drastic action against the society and assured 
that they will extend full co -operation in sorting out the 
problems faced by the society. A meeting was convened 
on 10-10-2003 to discuss the problems and to find out 
the solution to overcome the existing problems. This 
meeting was attended by 7 committee members and 
they had agreed , to comply with all the formalities for 
revival of the society and requested that the review of 
the compliance made by them be taken up every month . 


In exercise of the powers vested in me under clause 
( e ) (ii) of sub - section ( 1 ) of Section 77 - A of the 
Maharashtra Co -op . Societies Act, 1960 as in 
force in the State of Goa , I, P. K. Patidar, Registrar of 
Co -op . Societies , Goa hereby appoint, Shri S. K. Phatte , 
Jr. Auditor Co - op . Societies, North Zone, Mapusa , as 
Administrator to manage the affairs of Shree 
Shantadurga Urban Co- op . Credit Society Ltd., Karapur, 
Tisk Sanquelim -Goa , for a initial period of six months.

8. And whereas , the next meeting fixed on 
10-11-2003 was not attended by any of the member and 
therefore, the Asstt. Registrar ofCo -op . Societies , North 
Zone, Mapusa , issued a notice fixing the meeting on 
21-5-2004 . The said meeting was attended by 3 members 
and have submitted that the society has fulfilled the 
norms/ requirements of the membership and the total 
strength is of 507 members as on date . Further, the said 
members has informed that none of the Managing 
Committee Members are extending co - operation and 
discharging their duties as per provision of bye -laws. 
The Managing Committee members are not attending 
the Managing Committee Meeting and some times , 
meetings called are being adjourned due to lack of 
quorum and could not transact business for smooth 
functioning of the society . It is further informed by the 
Managing Committee Members that the working of the 
society has been paralyzed since last 6 months and 
therefore prayed to take deemed fit action to allow the 
society to survive and function under democratic 
principles . 


Whereas, Satari Taluka Farmers Service Co -op . Society 
Ltd., Valpoi, was registered on 20-03-1979 under the 
provisions ofMaharashtra Co- op . Societies Act , 1960 as 
in force in the State of Goa (hereinafter referred to as 
" the said Act " ) and Co- op . Societies Rules , 1962 
(hereinafter referred to as " the said Rules " ) under code 
symbol No. RES- (C )-211 /Goa and was classified as 
Resource Society under sub -classification No. 8 (a )-Credit 
Resource Society under Rule 9 of the Co- op . Societies 
Rules , 1962 to fulfill the objects as laid down under 
Bye -law No. 4 of the bye -laws of the society . 


9. And whereas , the Asstt . Registrar of Co- op . 
Societies , North Zone , Mapusa , is also of the opinion 
that the functioning of the society is not on proper lines 
and continuation of the existing Committee will create 
financial in discipline , chaos in the working of the 
society. 


And whereas , as per bye -law 9 (i ) and 10 of the 
bye-laws of the Society, executive management of the 
affairs of the Society , shall vest with the Board of 
Directors consisting of 15 members. Out of these, 15 
members one member each shall be nominated by the 
Registrar of Co -op . Societies and the Director of 
Agriculture and one shall be the nominee of the 
Financing Bank , 8 members shall be elected by the 
General Body from among individual members holding 
A class shares and included in Part 1 of the list of 
members maintained by the Society, 3 members shall be 


10. And whereas the undersigned is of the opinion 
that immediate action is required to be taken in terms 
of provisions ofthe clause ( e ) of sub -section ( 1) of Section 
77 - A of the Maharashtra Co -op . Societies Act, 1960 as 
applied to the State of Goa and satisfied that it is not 
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set aside . The Board of Directors was also refrained from 
participating in day to day functioning of the Society 


elected by the General Body from among individual 
members holding A class shares and included in Part II 
of the list of members maintained by the Society and 
one Managing Director Ex -Officio appointed in terms of 
bye- law No. 12 ( ii ) of the bye- laws of the society. 


And whereas, as per bye -law No. 10 F (i) the term of 
elected members of the Board shall be five years and 
that of nominated the term shall be decided by the 
authority nominating them . 


And whereas , 10 newly elected directors of the 
Society have jointly tendered resignation on 29-11-2004 
to the Managing Director of the said Society, under 
intimation to the office of the Asstt. Registrar of Co- op . 
Societies, North Zone, Mapusa expressing therein the 
bias attitude of the Asstt . Registrar of Co -op . Societies, 
North Zone , Mapusa for granting ex -parte stay to the 
dispute raised by the Disputants and has suggested to 
appoint an Administrator to manage the affairs of the 
Society . 


And whereas, as per the election programme drawn 
by the Society , the election to the Board of Directors for 
the year 2004-09 as required under bye-law.No. 10F (i) 
was to be held on 21-10-2004 and the results of the 
election were to be declared on 01-11-2004. However on 
completion of the scrutiny on 12-10-2004 , some of the 
nominations of the candidates have been rejected by 
the election committee and someof the candidates who 
were eligible have withdrawn the nomination forms on 
the date of withdrawal leaving only required number of : 
candidates for being elected as the Directors . Therefore , 
all these candidates were declared elected 
unopposed . 


And whereas , vacuum has been created due to 
setting aside the election to the Board of Directors of 
the Society for the period from 2004-09 by the Asstt . 
Registrar of Co-op . Societies, North Zone, Mapusa vide 
order dated 30-11-2004, so also due to resignation of 10 
Board of Directors of the Society and therefore the 
undersigned " is of the opinion that if the existing 
situation is allowed to continue, the functioning of the 
Society has or is likely to come to a stand still and it is 
expedient that immediate action is required to be taken 
in terms of provisions of clause ( c ) of sub -section ( 1) of 
Section 77- A of the said Act and satisfied that since 10 
members of the Board of Directors have tendered their 
resignations, the question of publishing a notice as 
contemplated in the first proviso to section 77 - A ( 1 ) of 
the said Act does not arise .
